Construction of — 
Dam Likely To 
Start During’41 


$100,000 SOUGHT 


FOR PREPARATION | «ess tess Bort

~ OF HUGE PROJECT 


Actual work in the construction 
of the proposed dam in San An- 
tonio canyon may be started in 
July, 1941, providing approval is 
given prior to then on all phases 
of the project and providing funds 
are made available. 

This was the forecast made by 
Major E. C. Kelton, head of the 
U. S. army engineers in Southern 
California at a conference in On- 
tario Wednesday. 

Tentative plans as now drawn 
up for the huge flood control and 
water conservation project met 
with general approval by officials 
of San Bernardino and Los An- 
geles counties and by representa- 
tives of the cities in this district. 

SEEK $100,000 NOW 

‘Sum of $100,000 will be sought 
immediately by Major Kelton for 
use in actual preparation of the 
plans. If this allocation is grant- 
ed, engineers will begin the task 
of determining texture of the soil 
on the proposed site for the dam 
and will prepare plans and spec- 
ifications. Unless unforseen ob- 
stacles develop, actual construc- 
tion may be underway by the 
summer of 1941, according to 
Major Kelton. 

He said it would take about two 
years to build the dam, estimated 
cost of which is $6,500,000. 

As to the tentative plans for 
the dam and for the handling of 
flood water below the dam, gen- 
eral approval was given by Cc. E. 
Grier, chairman of the board of 
supervisors, by Supervisor Wil- 
liam Smith of Los Angeles coun- 
ty, and by other spokesmen for 
various governmental agencies at 
the conference Wednesday. 

NO CONCRETE FLUME 

No concrete flume will be con- 
structed as part of the flood con- 
trol project, Major Kelton assur- 
ed Mr. Grier, whose insistence for 
adequate water conservation fea- 
tures resulted in plans for the 
project being modified. 

Dikes or flood walls are to be 
placed to protect the six cities 
from possible damage by canyon

Tentative Plans Approved and 
$100,000 for Engineering 
Study Sought 





(Continued from Page One) 
flood waters, according to the 
tentatively drawn plans. Upland, 
Ontario, Chino, Claremont, Po- 
mona and LaVerne are the six 
cities concerned. Mayor D. J. 
Cameron represented Upland at 
the conference, held in the On- 
tario city hall, 

Major Kelton appealed to the 
spokesmen to give approval to the 
tentative plans so that money 
might be obtained immediately 
for preparation of detailed plans. 
Fred Froehde, former Upland city 
engineer and now Pomona city 
manager, suggested that unless an 
additional step is taken soon, the 
entire project might be cancelled. 
Others supported this belief. 

Before agreeing to approve the 
tentative plans, Mr. Grier definite- 
ly obtained the expressed assur- 
ance that no concrete flume would 
ever be included in the final plans, 
Major Kelton gave this assurance. 
DAM LOCATION UNCERTAIN 

As to the dam, the exact loca- 
tion cannot be determined until 
after borings are made to defin- 
itely find out about the type of 
earth structure. The present 
plans, however, call for the dam 


‘to be placed on the previously se- 


lected site—extending across San 
Antonio canyon into Upland at a 
point above Twenty-second street. 

One of Col. Kelton’s subordin- 
ates, when asked privately about 
details of the proposal after the 
conference, expressed the belief 
that probably only property act- 
ually affected by the dam con- 
struction would be obtained prior 
to start of the work. Property 
north of the dam that might be 
affected in time of flood might 
later be obtained by the federal 
government but “there probably 
would be some _ arrangement 
whereby the land could be leased 
for agricultural production the 
same as it is now,” explained the 
engineer. 

STAND ALL EXPENSE 

The federal government will 
stand the financial burden of ob- 
taining rights-of-way, of con- 
structing the dam, and of main- 
tenance, Col. Kelton declared. 

The canyon project is in two 
phases—the dam and the handling 
of flood water below the dam. 
Sum of $6,500,000 is scheduled for 
the dam construction and a like 
amount for the project extending 
from the dam south to the Prado 
dam. 

Flood water pouring out of the 
dam will be allowed to go over 
the earthen-bottom wash so that 
the present water conservation de- 
velopment may be used to its full- 
est extent, according to the modi- 
fied proposal. 

Just north of Foothill boule- 
vard, a debris basin is tentatively 
planned. Below Foothill and on 
down to Prado dam, storm walls 
will be placed to control the flood 
waters, it was pointed out. 

Major Kelton estimated that 
this type of construction and 
maintenance would be more ex- 
pensive. He forecast that such 
construction might eventually be 
deemed unwise but he said that it 
was the engineers’ desire to meet 
local wishes insofar as possible.
